CONVOCATIONS 
*  Monday.  Februniy  10.  Rev.  M. 
O.  Jahr.  formerly  of  Strawberry 
Point.  Iowa  dehx'eied  the  con¬ 
vocation  address.  Speaking  on  the 
seventh  petition  of  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  Rev.  Jahr  said  tliat  the 
petition  which  is  the  most  neceS' 
sary  and  tlie  most  used  of  all  the 
petitions  is  the  seventh  petition,

Rev.  Yochum,  member  of  the 
college  Mission  Team  opened  the 
series  of  convocations  during  re¬ 
ligious  emphasis  week  with  the 
theme.

Monday,  February  17. 

Can-ying  out  his  idea  very 
effectively  by  the  use  of  an  equa¬ 
tion,  Rev.  Yochum  brought  out 
that  “we  start  with  Christ  who  is 
the  life,  the  head,  and  the  glory 
of  the  Church." 

Next  to  Christ  the  church  values 
the  “I".

When  Christ  is  the  in¬ 
spiration  for  ti'ue  fellowsljip  He 
is  the  source  of  vitality,  zeal  and 
love.  Raise  the  U  to  the  nth  power 
and  all  people  are  included.  Wje 
dare  not  exclude  anyone  for  God's 
love  has  barred  no  one. 

“C”  stands  for  church,  "Where 
two  or  three  are  gathered  togeth¬ 


er” — we  have  a  church.  There 
should  be  a  church  in  every  home 
— every  home  should  be  a  church. 
This  unit  is  banded  together  into 
a  congregation  and  congregations 
are  banded  together  into  a  synod. 

Several  individual  challenges, 
were  expressed  by  Rev.  Yochum. 
He  asks  us  to  consider;  are  we  in 
the  right  relationship  with  Christ? 
Do  we  think  of  other  Christians  as 
befng  one  of  us,  dedicated  to  a 
common  ideal  and  to  a  common 
purpose?  A  motto  which  has  been 
tire  personal  guide  for  Rev.  Yoch¬ 
um  is  worth  remembering.

A  large  audience  came  expect¬ 
ing  a  good  production  following  \ 
the  success  of  the  club's  first . 
play  but  found  that  an  even  1 
better  show  was  before  them — I 
one  which  far  surpassed  their 
highest  expectations;  a  perfect 
play,  performed  perfectly  under 
the  dii^ection  of  Prof.  Don  Torn- 
quist. 

"The  success  of  ‘Icebound’ 
rested  on  several  factors,” 
said  Prof.  Tornquist.

One  of  the  major  features  of 
the  new  parish  house  is  the  41x72 
foot  auditorium  capable  of  seal¬ 
ing  over  700  people  for  a  stage 
performance  easily  convei-ted  into 
a  banquet  hall  where  350  to.  400 
persons  can  be  served. 

The  stage  at  the  north  end  of 
the  auditorium  is  26  feet  wide  and 
elevated  approximately  40  inches 
from  the  main  floor.  The  Ilooi-  of 
the  auditorium  is  without  .slope 
and  all  the  seats  are  moveable  so 
that  the  room  may  be  used  ior  a 
large  number  ol  different  kinds 
of  events. 

Airangemenfs  liave  already 
been  made  to  have  the  Wartburg 
college  lyceum  series  numbers  in 
the  auditorium,  and  many  other 
college  events  will  be  IrelS  in  the 
building. 

The  main  entrance  of  the 
building  opens  into  the  audi¬ 
torium,  and  directly  above  the 
entrance  is  a  balcony  which 
seats  200  people.  The  seats 
in  the  balcony  are  the  only 
stationary  seats  in  the  huild* 
ing.

Five  hundred  folding  chairs 
have  been  purchased  for  the  main 
auditorium.  They  are  gi'een- 
finished  metal  folding  chairs,  with 
rubber  coverings  on  the  feet  to 
prevents  marring  the  highly  finish¬ 
ed  block-wood  floor. 

The  floor,  the  first  of  its  kind 
to  be  used  in  this  part  of  the 
state,  is  made  of  wood.  Tlie  blocks 
are  grooved  at  the  edges  so  that 
they  fit  together,  and  are  cement¬ 
ed  to  the  floor.  No  hails  were 
used  in  laying  the  entire  :floor, 
and  the  finish  of  the  floor  is  un¬ 
broken  except  for  the  cracks  be¬ 
tween  the  blocks. 

The  blocks  are  hai‘d  inaple 
about  five-eigliths  inch  thick,  and 
were  finished  before  thqy  were 
laid.  An  ordinoiT  wax-.coating  is 
all  that  is  needed  to  lojep  them  in 
shape.  They  are  so  laid  that  . the 
grain  of  each  adjoinjnjg-block  runs 
in  a  different  direction  :and  the 
color  of  the  floor  varies  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  manner  in- which  the 
•light  strikes  it. 

The  walls  of  the  -auditorium  are 
fini.shcd  in  several  different 
shades  of  light  colored  paint  which 
blend  in  witli  the  color  o£  the  floor 
and  break  the  monotony  of  a 
single  colored  wall..
